HONORARY D.Sc. FOR DR. M.J.MACKERRAS 


It has been announced that Dr. M.J.Mackerras has been awarded the 
degree of D.Sc. (Hon.) of the University of Queensland. 


CHALMERS MEDAL AWARDED TO DR. R.H.WHARTON 


In April of this year the Royal Society of Tropical Medicine. and 
Hygiene announced that the Society's Secretary, Dr. R.H.Wharton, had been 
awarded the Chalmers Medal for 1967. The medal, awarded every second year 
for outstanding works in tropical medicine or hygiene, has been awarded to 
Australians on two previous occasions (Neil Hamilton Fairley in 1931 and 
Brian G,Macgraith in 1951). 
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Dr. Wharton was awarded the medal for his work on malaria anc 
filaria, while a member of the staff of the Institute for Medicel 
Research, Malaya. He was associated with the pioneer studies om the 
effectiveness of residual insecticides in the control of ruarei melerte 
in Malaya, and later with the important work on non primate meleria. 
His work on filaria included detailed studies of Mansoniea Sisicsy, 
laboratory transmission studies and field trials of inmsecticices anz 
drugs. 


It is difficult in the space of a few paragraphs to deal scdequeteiy 
with the importance of Dr. Wharton's contribution; it may, Bovever, 
suffice to say that the Malayan demonstration of non primate melerise 
solved for malariologists a number of perplexing epidemiological prodless, 
while the filaria studies at Quantan, as well as highlighting the 
importance of non primate parasite reservoirs, serve as models ior the 
now fashionable “ecological approach" to the study of arthropocd-—Dornme 
infections.

INSECT COLLECTIONS — A REPLY TO DR. BVANS 


In his article on “Insect Collections", in the May issue of the Jews 
Bulletin, Dr. J.W.Evans refers to the function of the Bulletin as = iorum 
for the discussion of controversial issues. By implication he invites 
comment by other members on the views he expresses on four topics of 
interest to those concerned with insect collections. Hach of these 
topics could well form the subject of a separate discussion, Sut st the 
moment I am concerned only to clear up a number of obvious misumcer— 
standings in the article in question. I will therefore follow Dr. Syvens’ 
order of treatment closely, commenting on the more important points that 
in my view are open to dispute. 


Private Collections 


Everyone who has worked in a taxonomic institution will aarsee with 
Dr. Evans on the value of the activities of private collectors. I 
myself, as Curator of the National Insect Collection, have Deen impressed 
with the close cooperation that has long existed between members of the 
CSIRO staff associated with that Collection and dozens of private 
collectors in all States of the Commonwealth. Indeed, I know of no 
entomologist in this country who would discourage private collectors as 
a matter of general policy. Of course, there are circumstances under 
which almost any normally useful activity may become undesirable, either 
in an absolute sense, or relative to available alternatives. 


For example, I agree with Dr. Evans that private collections, 
regarded as the disposable property of individuals, should not, in general, 
be maintained by employees of a museum or similar institution holding a 
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major official collection. Under such circumstances it is almost 
inevitable that conflict between private and official interests should 
arise at many points. On the other hand, an employee could well be 
permitted to maintain a separate collection, within the framework of the 
main official collection, over which he would have complete control, 

short of the right of disposal, during his period of employment with the 
institution, and which would revert to the institution upon his retirement 
or resignation. 


Independent amateurs perform a most useful service by accumulating 
private collections, especially of the insects of their local region. 
However, it must be recognised that ill health or advancing age may 
place such collections in jeopardy, to the extent that everything the 
collector has striven to achieve during his active years may be 
irretrievably lost. Thus there comes a point where the continued 
retention of a collection in private hands should be discouraged. 


From the point of view of promoting the advancement of science, 
private collections may, depending upon how they are managed, have certain 
deficiencies in comparison with institutional ones. For example, it is 
not always possible for a research worker to gain access to important 
material preserved in a private collections; or, more probably, he may 
not be able to borrow material from it. This is particularly serious if, 
as still happens, the collection includes holotypes. Private collections 
are usually exposed to much greater physical hazards than institutional 
ones. They may also, by sale to overseas interests, bring about the loss 
to Australian workers of material badly needed here; but at this point we 
are trespassing upon a different topic. 


In short, there are circumstances in which the maintenance of 
collections in private hands should be discouraged. But this does not 
mean that the collections should be destroyed, or that they should never 
have been made at all! The alternative to a private collection in these 
circumstances is not no collection, as Dr. Evans implies, but one of a 
variety of possible mutually advantageous arrangements between the collector 
and an appropriate scientific institution, under which the collection 
becomes, in effect if not in law, an institutional collection, while 
remaining accessible to the collector. 


Loan of Collections 


As Dr. Evans says, institutions maintaining collections have a dual 
responsibility "as trustees on behalf of science": to safeguard the 
material in their charge, and to promote its study. To some extent these 
aims are in conflict, and every curator must achieve the balance that seems 
to him best. However, I would heave said that in recent years the tendency 
has been overwhelmingly to promote the study of collections, even at 
considerable risk to their security. At the moment of writing, the 
Australian National Insect Collection has 117 separate lots of specimens on 
loan to 54 specialists in 12 countries, the individual loan ranging from l 
to some hundreds of specimens. Retention of duplicate specimens by a 
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borrower in return for his work of identification or revision is accepted 
practice; I have never known it to be refused where genuine duplicates 
are available. 


There are, however, a number of conditions to be satisfied before a 
responsible curator will permit valuable specimens to be sent away on loan. 
He must be satisfied that the intending borrower, by virtue of his training 
and experience, the time and facilities at his disposal, and his ability to 
ensure the safe preservation of the borrowed material, will really make cood 
use of the material and will return it safely within a reasonable time. 
Taxonomy is unfortunately one of the few branches of science for which it 
can be said that bad work may be worse than no work. There would seem to 
be no justification for lending institutional material to be held by a 
specialist as part of a private collection - with the increased hazards this 
entails - at least if there is a museum accessible to him where the specimens 
could be kept. Every curator must have had the heart—breaking experience, 
at some time or other, of lending a large collection to a borrower from whom 
it is recovered ten years later shockingly mutilated and with nothine 
published, In the interval, active and reliable workers may have had to be 
denied the opportunity to study it. 


Loan and Transfer of Types 


In discussing the loan of types, Dr. Evans writes: " ... however 
desirable it might seem for them to be all assembled within a single 
collection in Australia, such a happening is unlikely ever to come about." 

I cannot understand how anyone should think it desirable for all types of 
Australian insects to be so assembled, nor have I ever heard this advocated. 
Security alone would seem to require a wide dissemination of types among the 
various Australian museums. 


In regard to the transfer of types, it is, of course, 4 matter of 
opinion as to whether occasional confusion concerning the repository of a 
type is a worthwhile price to pay for having the type located where it is 
going to be most needed, and thus where it can best meet Dr. Evans' own 
requirement that collections exist to be studied. However, it is compara- 
tively easy to publish lists of transferred types, or to note the transfer in 
connection with published revisions of the groups concerned. Moreover, the 
curator in the former repository will presumably keep a record of such 
transfers and thus be able to redirect enquirers. 


The British Museum 


The arrangement with the British Museum, under which holotypes of 
Australian insects designated in the future from British Museum material 
will be lodged in one or other of the Australian museums has been almost 
universally welcomed by Australian entomologists, including the conferences 
of Commonwealth and State Entomologists and entomologists in the universities, 
and by the Directors of the State museums. It is not a matter I wish to 
discuss in detail here: I will content myself with somewhat bald comments on 
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Dr. Evans' numbered points 1-6.

Whether taken at random or not, Dr. Evans' example, claiming to 
demonstrate a decline in taxonomic work in Australia, is most 
misleading. In the period 1964-66, the number of taxonomic 
papers published by Australian entomologists in three Australian 
journals only (i.e. excluding other Australian journals and all 
overseas journals) was 76. I personally do not have the 
slightest doubt that the scale of Australian work in insect 
taxonomy is increasing enormously and will continue to do So. 


While it is true that Australians will still have to go overseas 
to study many of our types, it would nevertheless be a tremendous 
advantage if all holotypes to be designated in the future were 
held in Australian institutions, If one wants to see only one 
type, it does make a difference whether it is in London or Sydney. 


It is also true that the British Museum is uniquely equipped to 
carry out world revisions of major insect groups. However, for 
"slobal" studies what is important is the broadest possible 
representation of authoritatively determined taxa, especially 
genera — not the possession of type specimens. The latter are 
chiefly important at the level of specific studies, and the trend 
of all modern developments in taxonomy is to emphasise that these 
should be carried out in the natural home of the species, where 
field studies and experimental work employing living material are 
possible. 


The interest of the British Museum in the Australian faune has, in 
point of fact, not decreased, but greatly increased. More work 
is being published, more material is being borrowed from Australia, 
more British workers are visiting Australia. 


British Museum collecting expeditions to Australia are not, in 
point of fact, receiving less encouragement, but are being much 
more actively promoted. Since 1965, at least four British Museum 
entomologists have come here to collect, three of them with 
financial support from CSIRO. 


The British Museum (of all museums!) can be relied upon not to 
yield to "demands" for corresponding privileges from countries 
where such an arrangement would not be advantageous to science. 
Scientific internationalism is in fact exemplified by the British- 
Australian agreement, since it replaces the concept of narrow 
proprietary rights by the international concept of locating types 
where they are most needed, irrespective of national boundaries. 
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THE A.L.BROWN COLLECTION OF MOTHS AND BUTTERFLIES 


The National Museum of Victoria has acquired the collection of the lete 
A.L. Brown. The collection, which is in the process of being incorporated 
into the general collection, consists of about 10,000 specimens, smeinly 
moths, from the whole of Australia, with moths from Western Australia end 
Queensland being particularly well represented. 


CURRENT ENTOMOLOGICAL PROBLEMS IN THE QUEENSLAND SUGAR INDUSTRY 


Since the advent of the organochlorine insecticides Queensland suger— 
cane growers have been fortunate in this regard, that a single application 
of one such insecticide in the soil, made before, during, or 2 few months 
after, the cane is planted, has sufficed to protect the crop against one or 
more major insect pests during the entire period that the crop occupies the 
land before it is again planted, a period which may be as lomg 2s three 
years. A notable instance of this has been the control by meams oF BEC 
(benzene hexachloride) since 1947 of what was once the industry's most 
devastating pest, the greyback grub, Dermolepida albohirtum (Waterh.). 
That, however, is not to say that all the cane growers' insect pest 
problems have been neatly solved. 


The soldier fly, Altermetoponia rubriceps (Macquart), known for many 
years aS a sporadic and by no means important cane pest, became much more 
active in the Bundaberg district during the 1950's, a development 
attributed to the extended use of irrigation, the growing of more vigorous 
varieties and the change from horses to tractors as the means of cultiv— 
ation. These changes reduced the frequency with which soil cultivestion 
disturbed the larvae and pupae to their disadvantage. BEC azein came to 
the growers’ aid, but at a cost four times that entailed in controlling 
the greyback grub. In due course dieldrin also proved successful against 
the soldier fly. When the pest came into prominence farther north, in 
areas centred around Mackay, in the 1960's, it soon became evident that 
BHC could not be relied on, and dieldrin became the recommended insecti- 
cide. The dieldrin application, at the same time, gave protection 
against the greyback grub, and if a second grub species, Lepidiota 
frenchi Blkb., might infest the field, this species, which is mot suscept- 
ible to dieldrin, could be controlled at a moderate additional cost by row 
dressings of BHC. When BHC gave mediocre to poor control of soldier fly 
on a few of the farms treated with it by growers at Bundaberg, the reper-— 
cussions were more serious, because the grub species found there require 
the heavier application of BHC that is also effective against the soldier 
fly. To superimpose sufficient BHC for grub control on sufficient diel- 
drin for soldier fly control would be costly. Consequently, one of the 
problems facing the entomologists of the Bureau of Sugar Experiment 
Stations is to elucidate the reasons for the occasional breakdown in 
control by BHC, with a view to keeping the cost of controlling the grub 
and soldier fly pests within economic bounds. An additional problem has 
arisen in the form of heavy infestations of the moth—borer, Bathytricha 
(Phragmatiphila) truncata (Walker), on one farm in the fields treated with 
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dieldrin for soldier fly control, whereas borer is virtually absent from 
the untreated fields on the same farm. This is tentatively attributed 

to the fact that dieldrin has virtually eliminated ants, which may have 

been an important natural enemy of the moth borer. 


Cicada larvae, which feed on the cane roots and prevent the cane 
producing satisfactory ratoon crops, were first observed as cane pests 
in Queensland in 1962; two species are involved, Melampsalta puer Walker 
which affects cane near Gordonvale, Mossman and Tully, and Parnkalla 
muelleri Distant which infests cane in the Burdekin district. The 
problem posed by these is their tolerance to a wide range of organo- 
chlorine and organophosphate insecticides. In fact, gamma BHC, 
heptachlor and dieldrin, at eight pounds per acre which represents a 
heavy application by world standards, merely increases their infestations, 
fourfold in the case of dieldrin, presumably by destroying their natural 
enemies while leaving the cicada larvae virtually unaffected. 


Yet another pest which has stoutly resisted efforts to devise some 
economical means of its control is the ground pearl, the encysted yet 
actively feeding larval stage of several species of Margarodidae, two of 
which are Eumargarodes laingi Jakubski and Promargarodes australis 
Jakubski, while two other species have been recognised in cane but are 
still un-named. As many as 10,000 cysts may be feeding on the roots of 
a single cane stool where the infestation is heavy. At very considerable 
cost, the ground pearls can be virtually eliminated by fumigating the soil 
with methyl bromide, and a 98 per cent reduction of the number of E. 
laingi cysts was obtained where the soil had been treated with a 32.5 per 
cent w/v ethylene dibromide formulation at about 60 gallons per acre, but 
that treatment had no observable effect on P. australis. Virtually all 
the common organochlorine, and a number of organophosphate, compounds used 
at the uncommonly lavish rate of 15 pounds, and in some cases 40 pounds, 
per acre have brought about only a minor, in most cases no, effect on this 
interesting pest. While the sugar industry nas other insect problems, 
these I have referred to are occupying a good deal of the attention of the 
entomologists of the Bureau of Sugar Experiment Stations.

Professor E.G.Matthews, of the Department of Biology of the University 
of Puerto Rico is a Fulbright fellow working for nine months on the taxonomy 
of Scarabaeidae with Dr. Carne and Dr. Bornemissza at the Division of 
Entomology, CSIRO. 
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Dr. H. Shorey, of the University of California, Riverside, is working 
for twelve months at the Division of Entomology, CSIRO, with Dr. R. Bartell 
on pheromones of the light brown apple moth. 


Mr. Roderick Dobson, of the Channel Islands, who recently donated his 
large collection of Australian dragonflies to the Australian National 
Insect Collection, has spent the last two months working with Dr. J.A.L.Watson 
at the Division of Entomology, CSIRO, incorporating the material in the main 
collection. He is then spending several months in northern Australia, 
collecting for the ANIC and making natural history films for the BBC. 


AUSTRALIANS OVERSEAS 


Dr. D.}.Waterhouse will be spending a month from 28th Auzust attending 
the 6th International Plant Protection Symposium in Vienna and an FAO 
meeting in Rome. He will take the opportunity of visiting the CSIRO 
Sirex unit in London and seeing the Division's work on skeleton weed at 
Montpellier. 


Dr. P.W.Geier participated in the Panel on Radiation in the Control 
of Insect Pests:Ecological Studies convened by the Joint FAO/IABA Division 
of Atomic Energy in Agriculture from 7th to llth August in Viemme. The 
Panel included mainly ecologists drawn from the pool of technical sedvicers 
to FAO in matters of pest control. The meeting reviewed current experi- 
ments in the use of the sterile release method for the control of insect 
pests, in the light of population studies, and drafted recommendations for 
future application of the method. 


Mr. D.McAlpine, Assistant Curator of Insects at the Australian Museun, 
will leave Australia on the 20th September for England. He will be 
spending the next two years in London, at the Imperial College and the 
British Museum, working on taxonomy, mainly of the Platystometidse 
(Diptera). 

Dr. G.J.Shanahan is visiting various institutions in Europe, United 


Kingdom, Canada and U.5.A. to study recent developments in insecticide 
resistance with particular emphasis on resistance in the sheep blorflr.

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RETIREMENT OF MR. TOM GREAVES 


Mr. Tom Greaves, Senior Entomologist of the Division of Entomology, 
CSIRO, retired on 31st July after a long and colourful career in Australian 
entomology. Mr. Greaves joined the Division in October 1930 to work with 
the late G.F.Hill on laboratory and field experiments against termites. 

He is best known for his work on ants, notably his study of the ecology and 
behaviour of the meat ant, and later in cooperation with State entomologists, 
an extensive series of eradication experiments on the Argentine ant in 
Sydney and control campaigns in Melbourne and Perth. More recently he was 
engaged on an investigation of termite attack in living forest trees, 
primarily to determine the economic losses caused, Throughout his 
professional life he has maintained a keen interest in ants as a hobby and 
has collected actively in most parts of Australia. The large collection 
he thus built up, together with that of the late John Clark, formed the 
nucleus of the Formicidae of the Australian National Insect Collection. 


Mr. Greaves was guest of honour at a farewell dinner given by his 
fellow officers of the Division of Entomology at the Canberra Yacht Club 
on 25th July. 


BOOK REV IEW 


Insects in Colour, Edited by N.D.Riley. Blandford Press, London, 
116pp. Price $1.80. 


This is a very neat little book with illustrations in colour of 
European insects drawn by Edgar Hahnewald, There is a brief note on the 
biology of each species at the back of the book. The colour reproduction 
is quite good, considering the cost of the book. Amateur entomologists 
with European collections of insects would find this book helpful in 
identifying specimens. Unfortunately, since it deals with the European 
insect fauna, it is of little use as an introductory book for school- 
children interested in the insects of this country.
